Atkins Explains 
Auction Sale for 
Bank December 7 


Sound Liquidation Holds 


Property Off Market, 


Improves Price 


86% FOR DEPOSITS 


Liquidation Is Near ing 


End and Real Estate 


Must Be Sold 


W. S. Atkins, social deputy bank 


commissioner, in charge of the liquida- 
tion of the insolvent Arkansas Bank 
& Trust Co. of Hope, in an inter- 
view Friday gave n brief history of the 
liquidation and the State Banking 
Department's, reasons for holding an 
auction sale of the remaining real 
estate assets of the Trust. 


A sale idate of December 7th has al- 


ready been announced, and the bank 
cimmissioner and his selling agents 
are proceeding with the advertising 
and other matters pertaining to the 
sale. 


Mr. Atkins stressed the point that 


in some instances the department is 
not given the credit which is due it 
as a result of the orderly and highly 
successful liquidation work which has 
been done under tis supervision. 


Atkin's Statement 


He said: 
"The necessity of receivership and 


the importance of properly handling 
trust estates sire frequently 
over- 


looked. To many people liquidation 
means clumping the assets of a closed 
institution on the market as hurriedly 
as possible and disposing of them in 
many instances at a sacrifice to the 
creditors of the institution, in order 
to get the Trust closed. Had this been 
the policy with respect to the Arkan- 
sas Bank & Trust Co. the depositors 
would not have received more than 
50 cents on the dollar for (heir claims. 


"We have endeavored to conduct the 


liquidation in a businesslike and ord- 
erly manner; and we believe in so 
doing that the creditors of the Trust 
have bonefitted. In many cases it is 
the policy of liquidators to trade as- 
sets of a closed bank for claims against 
such bank. We have endeavored to 
convert the assets into cash and then 
pro rate it among the creditors in 
order that each creditor have his pro 
rata. Only a few trades have been 
made since the said bank closed. In 
each instance they have been ap- 
proved by the chancery court. There- 
fcjre, we have been able to pay to the 
depositors Eighty-six and one-half 
per cent (8614%) on their claims. 


Liquidation Due 


The time has come, when the re- 


maining real estate assets should be 
disposed of. The question then pre- 
senting itself was the method of dis- 
posing of uic property. Obviously a 
special campaign was necessary and 
time was a factor to be considered, so 
•we decided to sell at public auction. 
There is an obvious advantage in the 
auction method of selling from the 
viewpoint of the receiver in that no 
person can contend that the property 
was sold to the disadvantage of the 
depositors. In a well-conducted and 
well-advertised auction sale, the price 
obtained at the sale is presumptive evi- 
dence of tlie value of any property, 
since all parties who might be inter- 
ested in tlie property have had a free 
nnd unrestricted chance to bid at the 
sale. 


"Due to the understanding and co- 


operation of the depositors and the 
community, we have been able to 
make a good record. Their continued 
cooperation, and attendance at tlie 
sale, their bidding on properties in 


, which they arc interested, will be 


greatly appreciated; and, of course, a 
highly successful sale will be of mu- 
tual benefit. 


"The selling agents for the Depart- 


ment have opened offices in the bank 
building and cordially ask all interest- 
ed parties to call on them for any in- 
formation pertaining to the sale."

for rehabilitating America pours out 
upon our desks. This is the most in- 
teresting I have seen chiefly because It 
comes from the hands of men who un- 
derstand the nnatomy of the capitalist 
system. 


Tlie program is based upon the 


theory that the continuing functioning 
of the capitalist system requires a,con- 
tinuing flow of investments Tlie au- 
thors point out quilt; properly that this 
means that private industry as a whole 
must pa yout in capital and operating 
expenditures more than it receives 
back in prices. Strange as this may 
sechv, It is true. 


Private industry has ceased to do 


this because capital investment has al- 
most come to an end. Therefore these 
gentlemen ground their whole plan 
upon the proposition that, as private 
invcstmnt has seemingly come to an 
end, the government must step in and 
become the great investor. 


The whole problem, therefore, is to 


organize and finance a vast government 
investment program which will be per- 
manent. The authors disclaim1 any 
plan to disrupt the economy of private 
ownership. Private ownership having 
abdicated at present the function of 
capital investment expansion, the gov- 
ernment will undertake it merely to 
protect the remaining functions of 
private ownership. 


Five-Point Plan' 


Here is the program. (1) A 50-year 


program of rebuilding America—its 
houses, starling with homes for the 
slum dwellers. (2) A vast expansion 
of our recreational facilities. (3) Great 
projects to modernize our traffic facil- 
ities. (4) A great program of conser- 
vation of resources, particularly soil 
through reforestation and fire protec- 
tion, engineering works to retard sur- 
face erosion works to retard surface 
erosion and a national program of riv- 
er and dam co-ordination for flood 
control. (5) National progralrt of ed- 
ucational and health expansion. 


Crt the welfare side they would ex- 


end old-age benefits to all classes and 
abolish benefits to all classes and abol- 
ish the old-age reserve account and 
would reorganize unemployment ben- 
efits to include all workers and sup- 
plement benefits by elastic work pro- 
jects to afford longer subsistence when 
insurance benefits run out. 


The problem of financing govern- 


ment investment becomes the terrify- 
ing orge in any such plan. The auth- 
ors advocate both taxation and bor- 
rowing. They insist toxe revenues can 
be expanded enormously by putting 
an end to existing evasions and by 
abolishing tax-exempt securities. They 
also advocate what this writer has ad- 
vocated, the taxing of corporate earn- 
ings in the hands of stockholders rath- 
er thpn^n the hands of corporations—> 
taxing earnings rather than dividends. 


As for borrowing, they face with 


equanimity 
continuous 
borrowing, 


wholly unterrified by the constantly 
rising level of the public debt. The 
rising tide of taxes to pay interest they" 
dismiss with the proposotion that this 
can be rendered harmless in economics 
if the ownership is spread out among 
all tlie people. Then as all the people 
will be taxed to pay the interest, the 
interest will go back to them as own- 
ers ot the boYids. 


As to private business, they urge an 


end of trust busting. Great aggrega- 
tions of capital arc useful. The gov- 
errrm'ent should regulate those that can 
be egulated by controlling prices and 
should take over those which do not 
yield to regulation. It should take 
over the railroads, regulate prices of 
great basic industries and try both 
regulation and ownership of utilities. 


These measures, they think, would 


restore better times and keep them 
among us.

CINCINNATI — Photographic evi- 


dence that Sir Hiram Stevens Maxim, 
American-born inventor of the ma- 
chine-gun, was the first man to fly 
a hcavicr-than-air machine, is in the 
possession of E. W. Roberts, Cincinna- 


mcchanical engineer. 
Roberts, who was at Maxim's estate 
i England, when the inventor tried 


out his steam-powered, kite-like con- 
traption, offers the photos of the wreck 
of Maxim's machine as evidence that 
the gunmaker really deserves a part 
of the honors usually accorded Day- 
ton's Wright brothers. 


Maxim, according to Roberts, at- 


tained an altitude of one foot in 1894, 
almost 10 years before the Wright 
flight at Kitty Hawk. But he smashed 
the machine, and advancing age pre- 
vented further experiments, Roberts, 
who had read iri a. magazine of the, 
projected experiment, wrote and ask- 
ed permission to witness the "flight." 


Three Times and Up 


"It was 3 p. |m. of a hot July day in 


1894," recalls 
Roberts, "when 
Sir 


Hiram got up steam in the two en- 
gines of his machine, which weighed 
9000 pounds. 


"It resembled nothing so much as 


a large kite covered with cotton fabric. 
Out of the door of the hangar Maxim 
had built a track to fit the wheels. 
To keep the plane from turning over, 
outrigger wheels had been installed to 
run along wooden rails on the out- 
side." 


Twice, Roberts recalls, the nervous 


Maxim and two assistants spun the 
machine down the rails at a 40-milc- 
an-hour clip, but it refused to rise. 


Then 'Maxim ordered the machine 


back for a third trial. Tlie huge pro- 
pellers spun furiously at 350 revolu- 
tions a minute. 


The awkward contraption got un- 


der way, the covr-'-mg of Ihe wings 
stretched tight as a drumhead, tug- 
ging furiously at the many guy wires. 
Tlie machine careened down the wood- 
en track, rose uncertainly, and then 
came a sound of splnitcring timbers 
and snaping steel. The machine crash- 
ed through the outrigger rail and al- 
most hit Roberts, who ran for a tree. 


"Looking back," he remembers, "I 


saw the two assistants itched head- 
long to the ground. Maxim saved

Enactment of the Social Security law 


followed a noxhaustive study by a 
special committee including such in- 
dustrialists as the late Mr. Eastman, 
and representatives of labor and other 
interests, John H. Cooter, supervisor 
for the Social Security Administration, 
Texarkana ,told Hope Rotary club Fri- 
day noon at Hotel Barlow. 


The law was not "something pushed 


off on the congress by the executive 
department, as some have charged," 
Mr. Cooter said. "It wa sthe result of 
a long and careful survey by a com- 
petent 
committee representing 
all 


classes, and it was adopted by the con- 
gress almost exactly as the committee 
drafted it." 


The United States, Mr. Cooter point- 


ed out, was the last of the great na- 
tions to provide for old-age benefits. 


The old-age insurance division is the 


only one of egilit parts of the law that 
is administered soley by the federal 
government, the states operating the 
other seven divisions, he said. 


Social Security reports have been 


greatly shriplified this year over 1937, 
including reduction of reports from 
12 a year to four, Mr. Cooter declared. 


He showed that a real necessity ex- 


isted for old-age insurance because of 
the declining opportunity for new 
land, and the rising percentage of old 
folks to total population. 


A generation agolhere were 3 mil- 


lion persons over 65, but today there 
are 8 million, and statisticians show 
thul by 1980 the number will be 18 
million, in a population virtualy sta- 
tionary.

Farm Act Vote Is

marketing quotas for 1939 scheduled to 
be held on December 10, every cotton 
what a marketing quota is and how.it 
grower 
should understand clearly 


affects his farm.i 


Marketing quotas for cotton 
are 


provided in the farm legislation now 
in effect, to be used by producers 
when the total supply of cotton ex- 
ceeds the normal supply by 7 per 
cent. Normal supply is considered to 
be a normal year's domestic con- 
sumption and exports plus 40 per cent 
of that amount as an allowance for 
a normal carryover. To become ef- 
fective the marketing quotas must be 
approved by a two-thirds majority of 
the cotton producers voting in the 
referendum. 


If quotas are voted into effect the 


quota for an individual farm will be 
the actual production or the normal 
production, whichever is the greater, 
of the farm's cotton acreage allotment, 
plus the amount of cotton which the 
farmer has on hand form a previous 
crop which would not have been sub- 
ject to penalty if marketed in 1938. 


While the rule for figuring th'e 


amount of the quota is the same

It will be quite a while before we can tell whether the new British- 


American trade agreement is going to work out as well as the people who 
drew Jt up hope it will. At the moment, however, it cnn at least be said tiiat 
the signing of the agreement is one of the most hopeful signs that has appeared 
on the world horizon m a long time. 


For -whether it works out well or badly, it is an attempt to restore to the 


•world part of a long-lost freedom. It is a step toward a saner and more equit- 
able form of world society, and the mere fact that such a step can be taken 
at all is immensely encouraging. 


There are in the world today two diametrically opposed philosophies of 


life. One finds its expression in dictatorship, the other in democracy. The 
dUicrences between them are not mere differences in governmental forms; 
they are fundamental, and affect every aspect of life and social organization. 


Undr the one philosophy, war and the international rivalries that go with 


wai are taken as a matter of course." Every activity of life is conditioned by 
that assumption, international trade most of all. The old idea of a free ex- 
change of goods between nations is discarded; instead, each nation strives to 
be "self-contained"—as if any nation, in this day and age, could possibly at- 
•"tainsiich a statef—and the theory is that one people can profit only at the ex- 
pense of some other people. 


The opposing philosophy is based on the belief that there is enough for 


everyone in this world if only some proper means of distribution can be found. 
Peach rather than war is looked on as the normal state; consequently, it is held 
that a nation prospers best by cultivating the greatest possible interchange of 
its goods with the goods of other peoples. 


The first philosophy means regimentation, restriction, a steady narrowin" 


of the orbit in which individual enterprise can operate; the second means the 
exact reverse of those things. 


Which is why the Anglo-American trade agreement is so important. 
For by this agreement the two greatest industrial nations in the world re- 


affirm their belief in the hilosophy which works for freedom and abundance 
Tney do more than reaffirm it; they offer a practical, working demonstra- 
tion that that philosophy pays greater material dividends than any other 


Viewed m that light, the question whether the agreement is the best that 


could be obtained is relatively unimportant. It may need a «ood deal of re- 
vision; some of its clauses may work rather badly; it may take months or 
years fo get it into final shape. But the big thing is that the step has been

Choice of Visitors Most Important During Period 


of Convalescence 


After a child or an adult has recover- 


ed from a fairly long term of illness, 
H is not desirable that he get up and 
try to go nbotu his dnilp work nt once. 
The mere disappearance of the fever 
and the drepression associated wit 
Illness is not ah indication that the pat- 
ient is well. Indeed at this iime he 
is pratlcularly susceptible to Infect- 
ion. 


Moreover, the physlclal state of the 


nervoits system the digestive system, 


nn dthe other organs is such that a 
slight extra stress may result in break- 
down. For this reason, convalescence 
flfler any serious illness shoul be slow; 
the activities of dally life should not 
be undertaken until tht physician is 
convinced that the patient is again in 
the best of physical condition. 


As soon ns possible after recovery 


has begim, it may be desirable to 
change the pntient form the room in 
which he hns been living and give him 


opportunity, to see other portions ot the 
house if h« \a at home, or perhaps to 
spend *<ttn«> time on a sun porch or 
in a 1-ocrentftfh room if he is in n. 
hospital. 


Although visitors may have been 


forbidden during the illness, an occas- 
ional visil6t may come to the patient. 
The choice of visitors is of the ut- 
most importance because the main- 
tenance of the patient's morale is 
vital. Only visitors should be permit- 
ted who are 6heerful and entertaining 
and none of them should be ormitl- 
ed to stay long. Unfortunately, there 
are some people who come to enjoy 
Invalidism. This attitude is enhanced 
by visitors who are overly symathe- 
tic and whose whole tone tends to 
Induce the patient to make much of 
suffering. 
Such visitors encourage 


patient complaints and may lead fo 
a permaneintly harmful mental atti- 
tude. 


Tt is well for a person who has a 


protracted illness and a long conval- 


escence to develop a fixed routine of I 
life. In the morning after attending' 
to the usual needs of the body, the 
patient should have opportunity for 
cleaning the teeth. It is pfithaps well 
to trtfcc the femnturc rtrgidarly ench 
morning until it is certai nthat there 
is not going to be n rclnpsc. 


Until the pntient is able to wash him- 


clf, he* 
1 should be washed in the morn- 


ing by some ono familar with the man- 
ner of washing a pntient in bed. Only 
a smalt part of the body should be 
exposed at any one time. The windows 
should bectosed during (he washing 
period. 


If the patient complain!) of cold, a 


warm drink will be helpful to sus- 
tain the temperature of the body. 
When the patient lias been in bed for 
n long time it is important (o loSk 
rfter the hair and scalp. An occas- 
ional shampoo will improve the pat- 
ient's feeling of health. 


As soon as the patient has been 


bathed, It may be desirable to turn the 


matress. 


A patient who has been long In bed 


shaould ntot try to get up" nil at once. 
hTe first day he may merely be able 
to-siit up on the edge of .the be'd /or 
five or Ion minutes. If he gets diz- 
zy, ho should be put back immediately 
in n reclining position. If the patient 
is nbfe- fo sit; frp 
1 on the bed without 


support, he may try sitting in n chair 
for n while. A suden resumption of 
activities mny throw strain on the 
hcnrt. so that permanent recovery 
would be impossible.

The Sin of Falsifying 


Text: Exodus 20:l(i: IMatihew 15:1!), 


2(1; John 8:12-17; E|ihesians 4:25 


Some years ago, on the occasion of 


lis attaining 25 years in the Christian 
ninistry, the late Dr. John Watson 
(better known ns Inn Maclaren, author 
)f the book "Beside the Bonny Briar 
Bush1' and other well-known stories of 
Scottish life) in writing his reminis- 
cences of the 25 years for The British 
.Vcckly, wrote of one of the duties of 
.he Christian minister as "to lie 
oravcly." It might have been n print- 
er's .error for "to live bravely," but in 
ny careful reading of the British 
iVeokly, I never saw any correction, 


have often wondered whether Ian 


Maclaren intended it, 
or what 
he 


rteant by it, 


It would oft'eourse be very easy to 


protest and seak contemotuouly oi 
such a thing, though I think that hon- 
est realism would compel one to 
recognize that there might be occasions 
and circumstances under which wha( 
Ian Maclaren implied might be both 
necessary and pustifiable. One coulc 
concciev of situations in which a min- 
ister would bo compelled to protect 
individuals by confidences that he 
could not divulge. There is, of course 
the situation in which we protect the 
sick, and it is doubtful whether it 
would be either right, or possible, for 
a doctor, for instance, under every cir- 
cumstance to tell his patient the bald 
truth. 


Such questions are probably not 


very profitable, nor can it be said per- 
has that they enter in any serious 
way into this matter of lying. The 
courteous 
mistatements 
which we 


make rather unthinkingly in ordinary 
lit have not much to do with such a 
serious thing as bearing false wit- 
ness against one's neighbors, or with 
the lying that lis a misrerescntation 
of real truth, inherently dishonest. 
When my neighbor asks me how I 
feel, I may be justified in saying in 
a casual way that I am well enough, 
because I do not want to gi into a 
discussion of some ill or disease that 
•affects me. ,But if I deceive my 
neighbor, if I tell him that which mis- 
leads him and does him injury, the 
sin of lying is very real. 


The ongoing of life with decency 


depends upon the trustfulness that wo 
can repose in one another in vital mat- 
ters of truth and accuracy. One can- 
not build upon a liar. The very fabric 
of life rests upon honesty of man with 
man. 


I suppose that, if men were of 


larger and finer calibre, there is no 
circumstance in which there could not 
he the most complete candor and 
fidelity to fact. If the parent had 
ideal courage.to meet any emergency, 
the doctor might reveal to him the 
complete truth with the assurance that 
the patient's chance of recovery would 
not be affected or weakened. 


If we had a deeper understanding of 


one another, the little courtesies of 
life in which we hide or conceal much 
would not be so necessary. But it is a 
great mistake to quibble about such 
things. The man who wants to be 
truthful and honest will sense pretty 
well the demands upon him, and his 
fellowmen will come to know how 
well they can depend upon his word.

A good background for the ominous 


course of current events in Germany 
is to be found in Hans Fallada's new 
novel, "Wolf Atnorjg Wolves" (Putman 
$3). 
Herr Fullada writes of the Ger- 


many of the inflation period; and the 
terrible sense of insecurity, fenr and 
depression bred in those years is cer- 
tainly an celment in what is hap- 
pening today. 


In any case, this book follows the 


fortunes of a baker's dozen of Ger- 
mans during the era when the mark 
wcs performing its fantastic tailspin: 
that time when men paid n million 
marks for a cigar, when all pensions, 
invested capital mid fixed 
income 


became worthless overnight when the 
most solid and conservative citizens 


bowed to Mississippi and was tied by 
Tulsa.

It must be said that "Wolf Among 


Wolves" is by no means up to level 
of Herr Fallada's earlier" Little Man, 
What Now?" It is far too long; it would 
be a much bettor book if it had been 
cut in half. 
But it does present 


a realistic picture of an era which 
most certainly has been n great fac- 
tor in the triumph of Hitlcrism.
